BABY DIES DESPITE OPERATION 
IN ‘MERCY DEATH JURY’ CASE 


Group of Doctors and Clergymen 
Recommended Surgery to Save 
Life of Child Going Blind. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 15 (AP).—Two- 
year-old Helaine Colan, for whom 
a “jury” of physicians and clergy- 
men recommended an operation at 
the risk of total blindness rather 
than a “mercy death,” died yester- 
day of glioma, a cancerous 7rowth 
that caused complete blindness re- 
cently. 
When the baby was 2 months old 
the disease had blinded her left 
eye and impaired the sight of the 
other. Physicians said an opera- 
tion might save her life, but that 
she probably would be blind. 
Her parents, Herman and Estelle 
Colan, were unable to decide. Ad- 
vice came from all parts of the 
country. On the recommendation 
of the “jury,” physicians removed 
the left eye and part of t-: optic 
nerve in a vain effort to check 
spread of the disease.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
Legislation authorizing President 
Roosevelt to order 396,000 National 
Guardsmen and organized army re- 
servists into active service was 
passed today by the House. 

The vote was 342 to 33. 

The bill, which would perfhit use 
of the reserves and guard in the 
western hemisphere, American pos- 
sessions or Philippine Islands, now 
goes back to the Senate for con- 
sideration of House amendments. 

Passage came after the members 
had defeated, 210 to 110, an amend- 
ment by Representative Miller 
(Rep.), Connecticut, to limit use 
of the reservists to the continental 


United States nd its island pos- 
sessions, the Philippine Islands, 
the Panama Canal Zé and Alas- 
ka. 

The measure wolud empower the 
President, until June 30, 1942, to 
call up for a one-year training pe- 
riod 227,000 National Guardsmen, 
116,000 reserve officers, 38,000 en- 
listed reserves, 3700 retired officers 
and 12,000 retired enlisted men. 

Guardsmen with dependents 
would be permitted to resign with- 
in 20 days after they were ordered 

active duty or to receive such 
allowance for dependents “as may 
be prescribed by the President.” 

Evidently anticipating ultimate 
approval for the mobilization meas- 
ure, the War Department disclosed 
yesterday that revised schedules 
had been prepared to have all guard 
units—some 220,000 men—in active 
Service by Jan, 1, 1941. If the law 
passes, officers said, the first group 
of 55,000 will be called Sept. 15. 

Meanwhile the conscription de- 
bate continued in the Senate. Ad- 
ministration strategists acknowl- 
edged there was a good chance the 
Senate might reject immediate con- 
scription in favor of a compromise 
program deferring the start of 
Compulsory service until January. 

These leaders said their drive for 
enactment of the Burke-Wadsworth 
immediate conscription bill had run 
into difficulties because of the 
statement by Brigadier-General 
William E. Shedd, assistant chief 
of staff, that the army would be 
unable to absorb a full quota of 
Conscripts before December.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).—

the Tyne; at Sheerness, Chatham 
and Rochester, locations of navy 
yards and arsenals; at the big 
eastern port of Newcastle-on-Tyne; 
and at the southeast “bridgeheads” 
of Dover and Folkestone, the agency 
reported. 

At Tilbury, 13 miles down the 
Thames from London, which is one 
great mass of dockyards, ware- 
houses, nava lIplants and arma- 
ment and munitions works, DNB 
said the Nazi airmen “calmly fol- 
lowed their course, dropping bombs 
with deadly accuracy on important 
objectives.” It acknowledged that

LONDON, Aug. 15 (AP).—A Ger- 
man submarine has sunk the 16,- 
923-ton armed merchant cruiser 
Transylvania, once a popular West 
Indies cruise ship operating out of 
New York. 

The Admiralty /announced early 
™ \today the sinking occurred some- 
™ where in the Atlantic. Between 30 
#\and 40 sailors are believed to have 
been lost, but more than 300 offi- 
ceds and men were landed at a 
west coast port. 

The Transylvania was the sev- 
‘enth largest liner to be sunk during 
the war. It was taken over by the 
Government from the Cunard An- 
‘chor Line. 


SHIPS FORBIDDEN 
TO LEAVE PORTS 


Premier Calls Military 
Leaders to Urgent Con- 
ference—Officials Refuse 


to Comment. 
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’ ATHENS, Aug. 15 (AP).—The 
Greek light cruiser Helle, a 2115-ton 
vessel, has been torpedoed and sunk 
off Tinos Island harbor in the Ae- 
gean Sea by an unidentified sub- 
marine, the Greek Government an- 
nounced today. One petty officer 
was lost and 29 crew members were 
injured. : 

All telephonic communication 
with Rome was severed shortly 
afterward and chiefs of the army, 
navy and air force were summoned 
immediately for a conference with 
Premier John Metaxas. 

The Government issued an order 
tonight forbidding all Greek ships 
to leave port. 

The order was taken by foreign 
observers as an indication of the 
seriousness with which the Gov- 
ernment views the tension of its 
relations with Italy. 

Official quarters declined to com- 
ment, but indicated they saw in the 
attack on the Helle an effort to 
force Greece into some act which 
would change its stated position of 
neutrality. 

The torpedoing occurred as Ital- 
fan-Greek tension increased because 
of the Italian press campaign 
charging Greece was violating its 
neutrality by being too friendly 
with Britain. 

The cruiser was at anchor in the 
island harbor, about 100 miles 
southeast of Athens, where it 
had gone to participate in a reli- 
gious celebration. The crew at- 
tempted to run the ship aground, 
but fuel oil escaping on the water 
caught fire and forced abandon- 
ment. The vessel quickly went 
down. 3

The Republican nominee ar- 
ranged to address a crowd at the 
Kansas City airport during a brief 
stop. His chartered plane was 
scheduled to arrive in Indianapolis 
at about 8 p. m., and he then will 
motor to Rushville, Ind., the home 
town of Mrs. Willkie. 

The acceptance address which 
Willkie will deliver Saturday at El- 
wood, Ind., his own home town, 
probably will cover the general 
range of campaign issues, as well 
as conscription. He gave the ad- 
dress a last-minute going-over yes- 
terday and sent it to the printer. 
Suggestion for Impartial Board. 

On the eve of his departure from 
his vacation hotel, Willkie renewed 
his demand that the Democratic 
National Committee return funds 
paid for advertising in party cam- 
paign books and suggested crea- 
tion of an impartial board to en- 
force election laws. 

He said at his press conference 
he believed the question of “ma- 
chine political control” would be a 
major one in the presidential cam- 
paign. Then, in response to ques- 
tions, he named foreign policy and 
national defense as the two top 
issues. 

Aid to Great Britain short of 
war and a demand for a revitaliza- 
tion of defense were understood to 
be among his approaches to those 
two questions. 

Willkie was expected to empha- 
size particularly his belief that the 
problem of national defense is in- 
termeshed with that of industrial 
production. 

While he has given no public 
statement of his stand on conscrip- 
tion, somé of his callers have indi- 
cated he would approve the idea. 

Willkie reported yesterday that 
Gen. Hugh Johnson, who favors 
conscription, had been one of his 
“particular advisers” in the prepa- 
ration of his acceptance address. 

Board Idea Explained. 

' In suggesting the appointment of 
an impartial board to enforce elec- 
tion laws, Willkie asserted it would 
be more efficient than the appoint- 
ed officials of any administration 
in assuring enforcement of the Cor- 
rupt Practices Act and the Hatch 
Anti-Politics Law. 

An administration in power, he 
continued, often is “tempted to 
prosecute misdeeds of its  op- 
ponents and ignore those of persons 
of its own faith.”

Secretary to Roosevelt's Former

etrated her skull and brain four 
nches, Emma Shading, 28 years 
old, secretary to President Roose- 
velt’s former law partner, Basil 
O’Connor, has recovered sufficient- 
ly to walk.

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$150,000 YEARLY FOR CITY

Added Revenue Reported From

10 ROOSEVELT 


Says He and President Dis- 


cussed Question of Suc- 
cessor but He Has No 
Comment on It. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace, the Democratic vice-presi- 
dential nominee, handed President 
Roosevelt his letter of resignation 


from the Cabinet today during 
the course of an hour luncheon con- 
ference. He said the letter would 
be made public by the President 
later. 

Wallace, who has held the agri- 
culture secretaryship throughout 
the Roosevelt administration, re- 
ported that he and the President 
had discussed a successor to the 
Cabinet post but that there was 
nothing he could say about that 
matter. 

He probably will leave Aug. 27 
or Des Moines, Ia., he said, for the 
formal ceremonies notifying him 
of his nomination as Roosevelt’s 
running mate. 

He doubted, he said, whether he 
would return to Washington from 
Des Moines after the notification 
ceremonies. 

With a broad smile, Wallace dis- 
played a picture of President 
Roosevelt bearing the autograph: 
“For Running Mate Henry Wallace 
from Running Mate Franklin D. 
Roosevelt.” 

“IT was delighted to get the 
picture,” Wallace said. “It is the 
first autographed picture I have 
had of the President since 1933.” 


UNLIMITED STREET CAR, BUS 
USE AT $1.25 A WEEK PLANNED 


P. S. Co. Will Ask State Commis- 
sion for Permission’ to 
Inaugurate System. 


The Public Service Co. will ask 
t'.e State Public Service Commis- 
sion Tuesday for permission to sell 
weekly passes for $1.25 which would 
permit holders to ride on any street 
car or bus line in the system as 
often as they choose. 

The passes would not have to be 
unched nor would transfers be 
necessary. The system, if ap- 
proved, would be inaugurated Sept. 
15. 

Walter Jackson, a consultant on 
transportation fares, resommended 
the weekly passes as a means of 
increasing revenue, after a study 
here of the fare situation. It is 
anticipated the new fare would 
reduce revenues at first, since only 
regular street car or bus users who 
saw an opportunity to save on 
their weekly costs would buy the 
passes. Later, a company spokes- 
man said, added revenue from new 
riders would be anticipated. From 
1929 to 1932 the company sold 
weekly 12-ride tickets for $1, with 
extra rides for 5 cents. 


ONE-FIFTH FEWER COAL 
DEALERS OBTAIN LICENSES 


A 20 per cent decrease in the 
number of licensed coal dealers in 
St. Louis during the last two years 
is shown by records in the office 
of Smoke Commissioner Raymond 
R. Tucker. A total of 1357 solid 
fuel permits has been issued so far 
this year, as compared with 1708 in 
1938 and 1522 in 1939. Since the 
licenses are issued -for the calendar 
year, few additional applications 
are expected this year. 

The chief reason for the decrease, 
Tucker said, was the disappearance 
of small “in-and-out” dealers who 
occasionally drove to Belleville for 
a truckload of soft coal to be sold 
in the city. The new smoke ordi- 
nance prohibits the use of Lllinois 
soft coal in hand-fired furnaces. 

The annual license fee of $10 was 
not changed by the ordinance. In 
addition, dealers must post a $1000 
bond to guarantee observance of 
the terms of the license.

The office of Excise Commission- 
er, paying $6006 a year, will soon 
be at Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann’s disposal, as Commissioner 
Lawrence McDaniel, Democratic 


nominee for Governor, is going to 
resign. He was on leave of ab- 
sence without pay through the lat- 
ter part of his primary campaign, 
and he said today that he would 
get the leave extended for two 
weeks, to cover the Mayor’s pres- 
ent absence from the city, and 
would then send in his resigna- 
tion, 

McDaniel was criticised, in the 
primary campaign, for retaining his 
appointive office, in which he has 
power to revoke saloon licenses 
for violation of the liquor laws. 
He said his reason for wishing to 
remain in office until after the 
primary was that many voters do 
not wish to vote for an “ex,” and 
would not understand his reason 
for having resigned. He feels now, 
however, that the “ex” tag will not 
hurt him in the November elec- 
tion. 

“I will be fully occupied with 
campaigning,” he added,” and will 
have no time to give attention to 
any official duties. I would have 
resigned right after the primary, 
but have been so busy answering 
messages of congratulation that I 
didn’t find time or place to write 
out a resignation.” 

Deputy Commissioner Carroll A. 
Berkley, who was in charge of the 
Excise Commissioner’s office dur- 
ing the campaign, will continue as 
acting Commissioner until \a new 
head of the office is appointed.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 15 
(AP).—There will be $336,877 net 
profit from the investment of im- 
pounded Missouri fire insurance 
funds available to help pay the cost 
of distribution of the money to 
policy-holders, a report on the funds 
discloses today. 

A three-Judge United States 
Court yesterday ordered the money, 
which now totals $8,288,815 returned 
to the policyholders. The Court 
set aside the 1935 compromise set- 
tlement of the rate case on grounds 
it was “procured by fraud.” 

The Court’s order directed that 
all distribution costs above’ the 
$33,877.10, plus interest on the inr 
‘pounded money from the time of 
its return last July to William T. 
Kemper of Kansas City, custodian, 
to the distribution date, must be 
met by the insurance companies. 

Today's report by James E. Good- 
rich, attorney for Kemper, said in- 
vestments had returned earnings 
of $914,334 during the 10-year cus- 
todianship. Of that amount, $577,- 
456 has been used to meef expenses 

to date, Goodrich said. 

Of the total amount of cash held 
Nin the fund, $7,805,474 represents 

he 80 per cent ordered returned 
to Kemper after discovery of the 
fraudulent settlement involving 
Tom J. Pendergast, former Kansas 
City boss, and R. Emmet O’Malley, 
former State Insurance Superin- 
tendent. The Government charged 
the two were bribed to influence 
the 1935 settlement which gave 80 
per cent to the companies and 20 
per cent to policyholders. 

Other items in the fund are $144,- 
896 of unclaimed checks in the 20 
per cent distribution and $1567 of 
disputed ownership. 

Goodrich’s report said there were 
3,198,548 checks mailed out in the 
20 per cent distribution for a total 
of $2,231,977. 

The 136 fire insurance firms in- 
volved have 90 days to appeal the 
court’s ruling. The only recourse 
is the United States Supreme Court.

tained from two Negroes who killed 
Deputy Sheriff Robert K. Hooker 
at nearby Shattuc late yesterday in 
an attempt to avoid arrest for the 
burglary of a farmhouse. 

The Negroes, Thomas Cousins of 
Paducah, Ky., 22 years old, and 
Booker, T. Northcut of Viola, Tenn., 
23, were captured after they were 


hit with shotgun pellets by a posse 
near Shattuc two hours after the 
Clinton County officer fell with 
two bullet wounds in the head and 
a third in the heart. 

When the _ prisoners, slightly 
wounded, were taken to the county 
jail here, they were greeted by cries 
of “let us have them” from a crowd 
that milled in front of the jail 
for several hours. A detail of 15 
state patrolmen remained at the 
jail all night. 

Prosecutor Murphy said murder 
charges would be filed against the 
Negroes today and a special grand 
jury would be impaneled as soon as 
possible, probably next week. 

The State’s Attorney gave this 
version of the shooting after ob- 
taining the purported admissions: 

The Negroes robbed the farm 
house of Arnold Keister near Shat- 
tuc yesterday afternoon, taking a 
shotgun and an automatic pistol.

Because the emergency is imme- 
diate, and they are needed now 
and not next year. To obtain such 
a number of carefully selected re- 
cruits, without loss of time and 
without dislocation of any other es- 
sential feature of the national de- 
fense, demands a selective service 
system unless, indeed, we are tv 
put on a high-pressure recruiting 
Campaign, one result of which 
would inevitably be to raise the war 
feeling of the nation to fever pitch. 


Outlook for Future. 


But what of the future? 


One might have wished that we 
could have continued living in a 
world in-which voluntary enlist- 
ment might have provided all the 
forces we would need. Alas, that is 
not to be. We-do not know what 
the outcome of this war may be, we 
do not know whether Germanv 
can maintain its hegemony over 
Continental Europe; we do not 
know how far the “New Order in 
East Asia” will progress, 


We do know that, whether we 
like it or not, we are the guardians 
of the American continents, and are 
or must be the rulers of the oceans 
which wash their shores. For this 
purpose we do not need a large 
army, aS armies go these days, but 
we need one instantly ready for 
any call, thoroughly trained, fully 
armed and equipped, competently 
led, and backed up by a reserve 
force capable of providing us with 
local defense, internal and external, 
if an emergency requires it. 


Unless we are always to burden 
the taxpayer with a war-strength 
regular army there must be a re- 
serve which can be called to the 
colors within a few hours. This 
reserve must provide (1) men to 
bring the regular army from peace 
to war strength; (2) men to provide 
first-line replacements up to 10 per 
cent of the strength of the regu- 
lar army for filling the initial cas- 
ualties of active service; (3) depot 
units to receive and train replace- 
ments and to provide a reservoir of 
immediately available replace- 
ments. 


Such a reserve carnot be built 
up under a voluntary system. It 
may be argued that Britain did so 
under the Cardwell system, to 
which it may be replied, “Quite so, 
but with an enlistment period call- 
ing for seven years’ service with 
the colors and five with the re- 
serve.” Such an enlistment period 
would not be practicable in this 
country at this time. It, will be far 
better to have a Selective service 
system under which annual contin- 
gents of young men will be called 
up to serve for one year, followed 
by 10 years’ reserve service. 


I am already on record as believ- 
ing that one year’s service is not 
enough; that two years is the min- 
imum for modern armies. This is 
true, but since no more than one 
year seems at the moment a politi- 
cal possibility, there are other

Signs Invasion Is Near. 


Renewal today of the bar on all 
public dancing in the Reich encour- 
ages soothsayers who believe that 
the big offensive against England 
is about to begin. Such a bar was 
imposed just before the invasion of 
Poland, suspended for a time, re- 
newed just before the spring offen- 
sive against France, Belgium and 
Holland, and relaxed again recent- 
ly. 

There are considerably better 
reasons than this, however, for be- 
lieving that Hitler is going to try 
to inva.e England within the next 
few weeks. Detailed military prep- 
arations are closely guarded Se- 
crets, but there are more general 
considerations which point to a 
showdown in the near future. 


For one thing, Adolf Hitler, per- 
sonally, and the Germans, as a 
nation, vastly prefer and are not- 
ably superior in active aggressive 
fighting rather than in long-drawn- 
out, sitdown warfare. For another 
thing, the longer this war lasts the 
less there will be left over for the 
victor afterwards—the more both 
victor and vanquished alike will 
have suffered. Weather conditions, 
furthermore, will be so bad be- 
ginning toward the middle of Octo- 
ber that an invasion of England 
will be even more difficult than 
it is bound to be, even in good 
weather. (The British are said’ 
to believe that weather will make. 
invasion impossible after Sept. 15.)

tions back were fortunate if they 
could keep food cool in the cellar 
or in a spring house some distance 
from the kitchen. Homemakers 
today take for granted the refrig- 
erator in the kitchen. They rely 
on the cold air circulating in the 
refrigerator cabinet to check the 
growth of 
molds that quickly cause spoilage 
in perishable foods at room temper- 
ature, 

But the homemaker must manage 
the refrigerator correctly to get 
her money’s worth in food protec- 
The first step in refrigerator 
management is to place the cabinet 
so it will fit in with a scheme of 
good kitchen planning. 

Locate the refrigerator conven- 
iently, with a work table nearby to 
hold food as you take it out and 
put it in. If possible, also have the 
refrigerator near the sink for ease 
in the preparation of food. Then 
plan to make as few trips as pos- 
sible to the refrigerator, because 
every time you. open the door the 
ice or the freezing unit must chill 
the warm air that rushes in. 

To help the refrigerator run as 
economically as possible, see that 
it is on the level. Also be sure that 
it is in a cool place. You'll want 
it as far as possible from the stove 
and sunny windows, and during the 
winter you'll want it away from 
the radiator. 

Arrangement of food on the 
shelves is another important part 
of managing the refrigerator. Don’t 
store foods hit-or-miss and don’t 
overcrowd the shelves, if you want 
to operate your refrigerator eco- 
nomically. It takes ice or energy 
to cool every single thing that goes 
into the refrigerator. When you 
chill food to keep it from spoiling, 
you’re saving money; but when you 
chill extra dishes and containers, 
youre wasting money. 

To Keep Meats. 

A temperature under 50 degrees 
will keep most perishable foods a 
reasonable length of time. But a 
refrigerator should have some spot 
that is 45 degrees or lower, to keep 
dairy products and uncooked meats. 
This coldest spot in the refrigera- 
tor is usually located directly be- 
low or beside the ice or freezing 
unit. Your dealer can tell you the 


temperature in different parts of 
the cabinet and explain where to 


s

put certain foods. Or you can check 
the temperature yourself with 
thermometer. 

To keep milk cold and sweet is 
one of the refrigerator’s most im- 
portant jobs. Ordinances in most 
cities insure the consumer of a 
pure milk supply, kept safe through 
proper refrigeration. But from the 
minute milk is delivered it is the 
homemaker’s responsibility to keep 
it as cold as possible. 

Milk, cream and butter take up 
odors from other foods, so keep 
them covered in the coldest part of 
the refrigerator. The same rule 
holds good for milk desserts and 
milk in left-over dishes such as 
cream soups, sauces and creamed 
vegetables. These foods are a per- 
fect place for bacterial to grow. So 
keep milk mixtures cold, and use 
them as soon as possible. 

Meat, fish and poultry must also 
be putin the coldest part of the 
refrigerator as soon as they come 
from the market. Unwrap the meat 
and place it in a clean dish with 
a loose covering of paraffin paper. 
Many models of mechanical refrig- 
erators have special: meat contain- 
ers directly below the freezing units.

a very short time, and it is best 
to keep it in the coldest possible 
place, wrapped in paraffin paper 
to protect other foods from odor. 

Eggs, too, should go into the re- 
frigerator without delay. A few 
hours at room temperature and 
the eggs can no longer be accu- 
rately called “fresh.” If the eggs 
are purchased in a paper carton, 
remove them and place in a bowl 
or a wire basket. Many refrigera- 
tors provide a special basket for 
this purpose. 

Care of Vegetables. 

Vegetables do not need as much 
care in storage as dairy products, 
meats and eggs. Most cooks like 
to get their vegetables garden- 
fresh as often as possible, so they 
do not have to keep them on hand 
very long. 

Many vegetables keep just as well, 
or better, outside the refrigerator. 
The tubers—potatoes, turnips, car- 
rots and others—keep well at room 
temperature. And there is no need 
to use the refrigerator for vege- 
tables with strong odors—such as 
cauliflower, green onions and Brus- 
sels sprouts—if they are to be used 
in a day or two.

ON PLOT TO KILL ri 


Edward Neusel Tells Police He 
Knows of No Trouble, 
Needs No Protection. 


Acting on information from an 
anonymous person who declared an 
attempt would be made last night 


to kill Edward Neusel, secretary of 
the Bartenders’ Union, detectives 
searched for Neuse] for almost 
three hours before finding him at 
the baseball game at Sportsman's 
Park. In the meantime, scout cars 
cruised the neighborhoods of Grand 
boulevard and Franklin avenue, 
and Delmar boulevard and Euclid 
avenue, where police said Neusel 
operated taverns. 

Questioned by Capt. Francis Mc- 
Cormick and detectives at the 
Lucas Avenue Station, Neusel in- 
sisted he had no expectation of 
being killed, knew of no trouble, 
and did not need police protection. 

The anonymous call followed the 
arrest Monday night of John J. 
Poston, a bartender, in the 4200 
block of McPherson avenue when a 
search of Poston’s car. revealed 
four revolvers and a large quantity 
of cartridges. Poston told the po- 
lice the weapons had been given to 
him by Neusel who found them in 
the basement of the Mid-City Build- 
ing, Grand and Olive streets, where 
the union has its offices, 

Neusel- told the police that he 
thought the revolvers belonged to 
former officers of the union who 
were ousted two years ago. He 
gave them to Poston to dispose of, 
he said. The ousted officers are 
Sylvester (Babe) Baldwin, Elmer 
J. Dowling and Isidore Londe. They 
were ousted following the attempt 
to kill Lee Baker, chief witness in 
the Londe bombing case. Dowling 
has since been convicted of the 
attack, 


ASSERTS U. $. WOULD FINANCE 
MINE RAILROADS FOR BRAZIL 


Senator Ashurst Says Congress 
Should “Recoil” From Project 
He Says Is Planned. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP).— 
Senator Ashurst (Dem. (Ariz.), told 
the Senate today that Congress 
should “recoil” from a proposal to 
make funds available to construct 
railroads in Brazil to expedite the 
movement of manganese ore from 
that country into the American 
market. 

Ashurst asserted that it was his 
information such a project would 
be undertaken if Congress approves 
a $500,000,000 increase in the cap- 
italization of the Export-Import 
Bank. 

“It seems to me shocking that 
with so much manganese ore avail- 
able in this country, the United 
States sholud go to Brazil to ex- 
tract ore theer that contains only 
40 per cent manganese when most 
mines in the United tSates produce 
ore that is 48 per cent manganese,” 
Ashurst said. 

Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, broke 
in to Say that he had learned it was 
intended to build a railroad in Bra- 
zil to mines owned by the United 
States Steel Corporation.

up there will be a good many men 
available to fill up the National 
Guard on mobilization. 


A word as to pay. I think it is 
a mistake to pay draftees $30 a 
month. This does not, in any case, 
effect an adjustment with the 
Navy, where men get $21 for three 
months and then rise to $36. There 
is no rate of $30 in the Navy. 
What we ought to have is $21 a 
month for draftees serving for one 
year, full Navy rates for all vol- 
unteers, and a provision that men 
extending their one-year service to 
two years should be placed on the 
pay status of volunteers from the 
moment they sign up for the ad- 
ditional year. We need that fully 
trained reserve, and we must offer 
adequate inducements to get it. 
Modern war is no business for 
half-trained amateurs. 


Favors Career Plan. 


As to pay the promotion of vol- 
unteers, who ought to form from 
50 to 60 per cent of our regular 
peace establishment, this should 
be so adjusted as to offer a car- 
reer to our young/mMen compara- 
ble with the rewayds of civil life. 

In the matter of registration, I 
think it is unfortunate that regis- 
tration: has beerigo limited by the 
present att. Registration should 
be a census of the manpower of 
the nation for defense purposes, In- 
cluding not only men for the fight- 
ing services with arms. 
Thomas, in an article in The At- 
lantic Monthly, suggests that a 
great deal of information as to in- 
dustrial and other classification is 
available under the Social Security 


Act. 

If, in view of the provisions of 
the Social Security Act, this may 
lawfully be done, it would be of 
much help to local selection boards. 
But in any case, the registration 
should be on a very wide scale; 
actual selection for service with the 
fighting forces may well be on a 
more restricted basis. 

Indeed, some such restriction is 
absolutely necessary, lest we be 
drawn into a vast, useless, danger- 
ous expansion of our military 
forces. We do not, as George 
Washington once said, need a large 
army, but we do need a good one. 
We ought to concentrate on pro- 
viding a battle-worthy regular army 
capable of discharging any mission 
it may be called on to execute, 
with a proper reserve to maintain 
it in the“field and a National Guard 
capable of backing it up within a 
reasonable period of time. 


Navy Also Important. 


Such an army as just outlined 
in conjunction with the world’s No. 
1 navy should be the basis of our 
defense planning. We ought not 
to think or allow ourselves to be 
drawn toward the enrollment of 
millions of young men whom we 
could not arm, officer or train and 
who would pbe_ slaughtered like 


need is a fighting army of trained 
soldiers, limited in size but capa- 
ble of dealing with any force of 
like size in the world. The limita- 
tions on its size are imposed by 
our geographical position, which in 
turn limits the size of its possible 
opponents. 

One thing is certain: we can 
neither obtain the men needed now 
for immediate training, nor lay the 
foundations for a sound military 
system for the future, without 
some form of selective, compulsory 
service. Only a little while ago, 
we might have thought this pos- 
sible. The world has changed; we 
must change our plans according- 
ly. 

Remember that we must not only 
provide for the army, but for in- 
creasingly large numbers for the 
navy, plus perhaps 50,000 for the 
Marine Corps and say 15,000 for 
the Coast Guard. We are living 
in a world in which reasonable 
preparation now May save us vast 
expenditure later on; even at the 
moment we are compelled to pav 
heavily for the fact that we did 
not begin reasonable preparation 
two or three years ago. Let us 
read that lesson aright.

Each of us requires a cer- 
tain number of hours of sound sleep 
to create new energy with which 
to carry on our duties. If we try 
to get by. on fewer hours of rest, 
we are going to pay for our defi- 
ance of health rules by showing 
strained faces to the world and by 
acting nervous or irritable. 


It is true that some persons can 
get along with less sleep than 
others, but physicians agree that 
no person should attempt to get 
along with less than seven or eight 
hours a night.

Slam Despite 
Poor Playing

éé EAR Mr. Culbertson: I held 
Dir following hand uring a 
recent game. of rubber 
bridge and made a small bet which 
is to be decided by you.

“My partner’s hand was:

“The bidding (both sides vulner- 
able) was as follows: 
I PARTNER 
2 spades 2 no trump 
3 hearts 5 hearts 
7 hearts Pass 
“A high club was opened, which 
I trumped. I led the ace and a 
small spade, trumping in dummy, 
entered my hand with the ace of 
diamonds, and led a third spade, 
next hand playing the jack. I 
suspected that the spades were 
split, but trumped with the king 
and then led a heart, and as the 
suit broke, my hand was solid. 
Will you please criticise both bid- 
ding and play? E. H., Chicago. 


The final contract was excellent, 
although it was arrived at rather 
deviously. I have no fault to find 
with the opening two-spade bid, 
although it was somewhat on the 
light side, but partner had the 
values for a positive response, three 
diamonds. Partner compensated 


’.for his actual weak response by 


jumping to five hearts on the next 
round, but even so, declarer had to 
strain considerably to go to a grand 
slam. This would have been a far 
sounder bid on his part if partner 
had previously mentioned the dia- 
mond suit. 

But while criticism of the bid- 
ding can be only moderately se- 
vere, and academic at that, declar- 
er’s play cannot be let off so light- 
ly. True, he made the contract, 
but largely (as he*himself points 
out) because the heart suit broke 
beautifully. Suppose this had been 
the entire layout:

Actually, since my correspondent 
trumped the third round of spades 
with the heart king, it would not 
have taken this 4-0 break of 
trumps to defeat him. A _ quite 
likely 3-1 break might have been 
equally fatal. For purposes. of 
thorough, analysis, however, let us 
assume that all four trumps were 
in the West hand (as shown in 
this diagram), and it will be ob- 
served that extreme pains and care 
must be taken by declarer to give 
himself the best possible chance. 
After he ruffs the opening lead of 
the club king his best and safest 
line of play is to cash one spade 
honor, then ruff a low spade with 
one of dummy’s low trumps. He 
should re-enter his hand with a 
low trump to the ace. If East 
shows out, it is obvious that no 
more spades can be ruffed, since 
dummy’s K-9 of hearts are vital 
to the picking up of West’s jack. 
But, it must be noted, declarer is 
still a long way from being defeat- 
ed on this hand; in fact, he still 
has two excellent strings in his 
bow. He should go about his busi- 
ness finessing against and picking 
up West’s heart jack, then should 
lay down his other high spade 
honor in the hope that the suit was 
originally split 3-3. 

West’s failure to follow the third 
round destroys this chance, and 
then declarer i8 forced to fall back 
on his last hope. That, of course, 
is to lay down the diamond ace and 
finesse against the queen on the 
one remaining chance that the dia- 
mond suit can be brought home 
solidly. The crucial point is that 
declarer must not get himself into 
a position where he must depend 
on the heart jack conveniently 
dropping on the second round of 
the suit.

LL saxophone players are 
A doomed to a bad and, if you be- 

lieve the old gas that circulated 
in the roaring twenties. It may be 
true, but Hollywood’s current “boy 
wonder,” 27-year-old Garson Kanin, 
doesn’t believe it. 

An unreformed “hot sax” artist 
who made good as a director, Gar- 
son came to filmdom three years 
ago with little besides his saxo- 
phone, an inexhaustible store of 
energy and a ceaseless curiosity 
about the technique of motion pic- 
ture making. He has since brought 
forth in rapid and astounding suc- 
cession such films as “A Man to 
Remember,” “The Great Man 
Votes,” “Bachelor Mother” and 
“My Favorite Wife.” 

It’s an impressive list, but then 
young Kanin is an impressive fel- 
low, despite his pint-sized frame 
and definitely thinning hair. He’s 
the man of the hour in Hollywood 
and seems destined to stick at the 
top of the heap fgr.a good many 
years to come. 

Kanin’s predilection for the sax- 
ophone goes back to the days (not 
so long ago) when he eked out a 
meager living by tooting his horn 
in pick-up bands in the smaller 
hotels of the “Borscht Circuit,” as 
the small-time entertainment route 
covering the Catskill Mountain re- 
sorts is familiarly known. 

In addition to his horn-tooting 
chores, Kanin doubled in brass 
during this period by acting as 
social director, in’ which capacity 
he conceived, wrote, directed and 
acted in various dramatic offerings 
for the edification of the assem- 
bled guests. Upon occasion he 
served further in the role of a 
waiter. 

From this inauspicious _ start, 
Garson has pursued a career as a 
vaudeville actor, messenger boy, 
radio artist, burlesque comic, 
Broadway player and assistant to 


genius in the person of stage and 
screen impresario Geroge Abbott. 

Currently Kanin is engaged in 
directing Charles Laughton and 
Carole Lombard in RKO Radio’s 
adaptation of the late Sidney How- 
ard’s Pulitzer Prize comedy, 
“They Knew What They Wanted.” 

‘With two actors like that and 
a respectable budget,” he will tell 
you, “this picture isn’t a job. It’s 
an assignment. Laughton can act 
and Lombard is wonderful at any- 
thing. What more could I ask?” 

Things weren’t as smooth for 
him, though, two years ago when 
he started his first directorial work 
on the now well-remembered “A 
Man to Remember.” His cast was 
composed of actors who were ail 
virtually unknown, his story 
frankly experimental and his 
budget practically non-existent, 
Still, with the deft touch and in- 
stinctive feeling for the essentially 
human qualities of a situation that 
have since characterized all his 
work, he turned it into an nation- 
wide cinema sensation,

S A REWARD the studio gave 
A him for his next effort a slight- 

ly larger budget, another ex- 
perimental yarn and John Barry- 
more. The result was “The Great 
Man Votes,” which set the box-of- 
fice turnstiles everywhere into 
rapid and satisfying motion. 

This time the powers-that-be in 
Hollywood were convinced that the 
label of “Second Thalberg” was not 
misapplied when used in connection 
with Kanin. They assigned him to 
direct Ginger Rogers in “Bachelor 
Mother,” a good vehicle backed by 
a half-million-dollar working ap- 
propriation. It was one of the 
mest entertaining and profitable 
pictures of the year.

With all respect to real scien- 
tists, I do believe that this Infer- 
iority Complex theory is one of the 
most vicious defeatist rackets on 
earth.

The Rheumatic 
Fever Type Of 


Heart Disease

HE late Dr.’ Richard C. Cabot, 

one of the greatest American 

Clinicians, after an _ elaborate 
study of hospital records pointed 
out that there are four great com- 
mon causes of heart disease: 

(1) Rheumatic fever; (2) arte 
rial degeneration of middle age; 
(3) syphilis, and (4) thyroid dis- 
ease. The last two are not very 
frequent. Rheumatic fever in the 
young and arterial change in the 
middle-aged account for 90 per 
cent of heart disease. 

Today and tomorrow my friend,

‘, will discuss these two forms. 

The association of rheumatic 
fever or acute articllar rheuma- 
tism with the development o*% 
heart disease has long been rec- 
ognized. It has likewise been 
observed for many years that 
chorea, commonly termed “St. 
Vitus Dance,” is frequently a fore- 
runner of heart disease. Rheu- 
matic fever should not be confused 
with the lay term of “rheuma- 
tism,” which is an all-inclusive 
term, including all types of pains 
in the extremities. 

This disease is no 
ace, sex or race. It is seen more 
commonly for the first time be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 12 years. 
The younger individuals are likely 
to have mild rheumatic joint in- 
volvement and more severe heart 
complications, while adults suffer 
greater joint involvement and les- 
ser cardiac damage. 

The child may have only a mild 
fever, occasional nose bleed, with 
pains in the extremities which 
may be passed off as growing 
pains. He may be ill from the 
onset with fever, tender, swollen 
joints, sweats and rapid pulse. 

The most serious permanent 
e“*fect of rheumatic fever is the 
damage to the heart. 

During the course of infection, 
all of the structures of the heart 
are involved, including the valves, 
the heart muscle, and the covering 
or pericardium. - these 


respecter of 


Many 0% 
cases are mild and with proper 
rest and care may escape perma- 
nent damage. This type of infec- 
tion may remain active for months 
and during that time certain struc- 
tures may be permanently dam- 
aged, the most common being the 
damage to the valves of the heart. 

The individual who has rheu- 
matic heart disease should’ seek 
the advice of his physician con- 
cerning his diet, rest, and the 
amount of physical strain he is to 
be permitted. He should strive to 
arrange his scheme of living so 
that he will reduce as much as 
possible the physical and mental 
strain upon the heart. Life can be 
extended to or beyond the normal 
expectancy in a large percentage 
of these cases if an intelligent out- 
look with co-operation between pa- 
tient and physician is maintained, 

Improve diet by adding milk, 
eggs, fresh meat, green vegeta- 
bles, and either tomato juice or 
citrus fruits daily, supplementing 
the diet with cod liver oil. Avoid 
exposure to cold, damp weather by 
dressing warmly. These children 
should not be sent to open a§lr 
schools.
